1851. Her great-grandfather fought 
in the United States Civil War and 
married Lavinia Taylor to which 
Lavinia Street is named after. 

Not only is a street a part of Fort 
Erie’s black history, but so is Free¬ 
dom Park along the Niagara River 
and Little Africa (Miller’s Bay) 
marked by a Niagara Freedom Trail 
plaque. 

One site that many believe to be

Border officers seized 
more guns in southern 
Ontario in the last of half 
of 2015 than anywhere else 
in Canada. 

According to a press 
release issued last Tues¬ 
day, the Canada Border 
Services Agency seized 
163 guns and 348 prohib¬ 
ited weapons in its South¬ 
ern Ontario Region during 

On July 21, for exam¬ 
ple, four handguns and an 
assault rifle were seized 
from a Toronto resident at 
the Rainbow Bridge. 

All told, 28 firearms and 
32 prohibited weapons 
were seized at the Rain¬ 
bow Bridge. 

More than 30 firearms 
and 105 prohibited weap¬ 
ons were seized the Peace 
Bridge in Fort Erie in the 
last half of 2015 and bor¬ 
der officers at the Queen- 


ston-Lewiston Bridge 
seized 11 firearms and 15 
prohibited weapons. 

“Our officers work dili¬ 
gently to protect the safety 
and security of Canadians," 
Rick Comerford, regional 
director general of CBSA's 
Southern Ontario Region, 
said in the release. 

Border agents at the 
Queenston-Lewiston 
Bridge in October 2015 
seized undeclared por¬ 
celain originating from 
China with a value of more 
than $31,000, and under¬ 
valued paintings valued at 
$44,654 were also seized 
in October. 

The CBSA’s Southern 
Ontario Region, which 
includes Niagara Falls, 
Fort Erie, London and 
Windsor, seized more than 
$100,000 worth of unde¬ 
clared art and china and 
$1.8 million in cash. 

There were also five jew¬ 
elry seizures at the Queen- 
ston-Lewiston bridge 


including one in Novem¬ 
ber 2015 where jewelry 
with a declared value of 
$3,200 was determined 
to have an actual value of 

Officers made 678 drug 
seizures in the last half of 
2015, including 26 cocaine 
seizures totalling nearly 84 
kilograms. 

Border officers at the 
Peace Bridge searched a 
bus from Texas in Octo¬ 
ber and discovered 5.7 kil¬ 
ograms of cocaine inside 
a false compartment in a 
piece of unclaimed lug¬ 
gage. The case remains

140 tobacco seizures,

The always bizarre Kanye West says he’s 
$53 million in debt and wants Mark Zuckerberg's help

SPARE A DIME? 



Rapper and fashion designer Kanye West, who says he is $53 
million in debt, has asked Facebook Inc.'s Chief Executive Officer Mark Jt-i'rxs 
Zuckerberg to invest $1 billion into his “ideas.” 

West asked his Twitter followers to urge Zuckerberg to support him. 

"World, please tweet, FaceTime, Facebook, instagram, whatever you gotta do to get Mark to sup 
me...," West tweeted. The rapper also asked Alphabet Inc CEO Larry Page to help him with his 
financial troubles.The 38-year-old West made the claim on Twitter shortly before his highly- 
anticipated album The Life of Pablo premiered exclusively on Tidal and his website. 

“I write this to you my brothers while still 53 million dollars in personal debt,” he tweeted. 
"Please pray we overcome... This is my true heart.” 

The Life of Pablo album download, however, was taken down quickly Sunday after less than 
12 hours online, with the rapper explaining that he'd given the exclusive stream to Tidal for 
another week before going on sale to other outlets - a sign that the multi-Grammy-winner was 
likely in dire straits. After The Life of Pablo download link had disappeared, he wrote, "Please for 
all music lovers. Please subscribe to tidal!!! I decided not to sell my album 
for another week. Please subscribe to tidal.” 

Tidal, the Jay-Z backed streaming service, recently paid 
Rihanna an undisclosed fee for her latest album, Anti, though 
the February release was bungled when someone inside her 
camp leaked it online. Samsung reportedly paid $25 million 
to be a part of the campaign. 

West, who’s married to reality TV star Kim Kardashian, 
has been putting tens of millions into his fashion label. 
According to Business Insider, his latest clothing line is 
selling high-end coats and jackets for as much as $3,000 
to $4,000. The Kanye sweatpants alone cost $510. 

In a 2015 interview with BET. the controversial rapper said 
he incurred $16 million in debt from his fashion business. 

“I was trying to play a sport that's a billionaire sport. It's 
not a millionaire sport and I'm proud of the debt," he
